4. A plant's purpose is to bloom and set seed so 
as to propagate itself, Keep the blooms picked and 
most plants will keep trying by growing more flowers.

f>. Replace fading annuals as soon as they fail to 
carry their color load. No need waiting to the very last 
bloom.
